THE HATE!^ DECISION. 



“ D. F. Dressen, Secretary, Louisville Jockey 
Club. ‘Under rule 208, Headley horses that 
have been trained under T. P. Hayes, a disqual- 
ified trainer, are disqualified, except may fill 
stake engagements or purses when they have 
such engagements. Change of trainer does not 
change the disqualification.’ 

“ ‘George H. Kuhl, Secretary.’ 
“Immediately on receipt of the telegram 
President Schulte ordered Miss Blarney to be 
declared out of the race. 

“Rule 208, which was responsible for Hayes’ 
diqualification, is as follows: 

“ ‘Any owner or trainer running horses, or 
jockey riding the same, at any unrecognized 
meeting, shall be disqualified for all races to 
which these rules apply. 8uch horses and all 
other horses under the control of such owners 
and trainers shall also be disqualified. A per- 
son acting in an ofiicial capacity at an unrecog- 
nized meeting shall also be disqualified.’ 



The Drexel Stakes, run at Washington Park 
yesterday, was one of the most exciting races 
from a spectacular point of view that has been 
seen at the meeting. 

The winner turned up in the speedy Jiminez, 
who was cleverly ridden by jockey Caywocd. 
Getting off well, he took the big son of The 
Commoner to the front with a dash and, hold- 
ing him well together, kept him there to the 
end, winning in a drive by a length from Robert 
Waddell, who beat the consistent Terminus two 
and a half lengths for second place. 

Waddell’s effort was an impressive one 
as he was conceding ten pounds to the 
winner and had just gone through a gruelling 
contest in the Great Western Handicap. Many 
shrewd turfmen were of the opinion that Satur- 
day’s race had taken the edge from his speed 
and bis chances seemed none too rosy ia the 
post parade, as he appeared all tucked up and 
drawn. In the last eighth Eullman armed and 
legged him vigorously and it seemed for a 
mome nt as if he was going to close on J iminez. 
but he faltered in the last fifty yards and gavel 
it up. In the light of the constant dramming 
the colt has undergone in the last two weeks, 
his race can be regarded as an excellent one. 

Termions was a keen contender up to the last 
eighth, where he then showed signs of diatress, 
gradually falling out of the race iu the last 
fifty yards. Rolling Beer’s performance was 
not toLbis true form. Be appeared unable to 
extend Limaelf and ran like a sluggard through- 
out. There was a warm hint out on Admoui- 
tioD, but the colt, after running a good three- 
quarters, retired from the fracas. 

To them who give serious attention to form 
V ulcaiu appeared to have an easy proposition 
be fore him in the second race, a dash of one 
mile,^bnt instead of winning handily be was pnt 
to bis best effort to beat Trinity Bell by a half 
length. It appeared as if BnlJman had drawn 
a fine finish purposely, feeling that the horse 
under him held everything safe while coming 
do wn.the last quarter. Brigade under a rather 
slow pacelmaintained a fair advantage to the 
final straightaway where Vnlcain, swinging 
wide,*cli sed in on him. Everyone now expected 
to see the Hildreth colt “roll home” but Trinity 
Bell came fast on the inside rail along by the 
eighth .post tcausing BnlJman to use forcefal 
persnasionlon his mount to land him a winner. 
The race should do Brigade much good and he 
should I be a hard horse to beat at bis next 
essay. 

It appeared all over like Eddie Bosch in the 
youngster .scramble at six fnrlongs, but after 
piloting ;hie field with a good lead to the last 
eighth; tired and quit, sprawling badly. The 
winner turned up in kir Oliver, who laid close 
up to Eddie Busch to the last eighth aud then 
went to the front under punishment, winning 
in a drive by a length from Flora Pomona, who 
came fasti herself at the end but had ail she 
could do to get to the wire a neck in front of 



A fine looking bay colt by Hastings— Taran- 
tula made his appearance in public at Louia- 
ville May 9 in a purse race in which eight other 
two-year-olds started and when the nine young- 
sters flashed by the fateful judge’s stand this 
colt was an easy winner by a length aud a half, 
with Schorr’s Fred Orgill second and Moore’s 
Golden Glitter third. The winning colt was 
“Brown Dick’s” Pentecost, now well known to 
Chicago patrons of racing. The distance was 
four and a half fnrlongs and the time was 57i 
seconds, made over a heavy track. Although 
it was Pentecost’s first start be was an equal 
favorite with Goldsn Glitter at post time at 8 
to 5 each. He got off iu such fashion that his 
rider had to pull him out and take him around 
the field, after which it was all over bat the 
sbonting. The yonngsters that he beat were no 
more than of the Ubefnl order, bat the’^e was 
something about Pentecost’s appearance, his 
way of going and the manner in which be won 
that made observers join in his owner’s enthu- 
siastic opinion to the effect that Pentecoet was 
destined to prove ooe of the stars of the good 
year 1901. He ran bat this one race at the 
Louisville meeting and went to Latonia bear- 
ing the repntation of a sure enough crack. 

At Latonia he ran twice and Bsored a wia 
each time. May 13 he started in a purse race 
at fonr and a half furlongs against Janbert, 
The Rival, Hnnter Raine, Bud Embry, Frank 
Me, Axminster and Marcos, and after rnnniug 
well back until the stretch tarn was reached 
passed easily into the lead and leaving the 
others rapidly won by three lengths in 551 see- 
ouds with Janbert second and The Rival third. 
His reputation brought up from Louisville had 
sufficed to make him a 1 to 3 favorite and be 
justified this extravagant favoritism ioconviuc- 
ing fashion. Hia other race at Latonia was for 
the Handd Stakes at five furlongs. The race 
was over a slow track and only the owners of 
Andy Williams and Owenton had the hardihood 
to send their youngsters to the post against 
him. It was the same old story. Pentecost 
took the lead early in the race and retaio- 
iog it withont baiog seriously challenged, won 
out by himself two lengths before Andy Wil- 
liams, himself a proved good colt. Time, 1:041. 
Pentecost was a 2 to 5 favorite. Under the eir- 
cnmstances and unbeaten three times winner, 
and with the reputation of being able to do 
mneh greater things than he had been called 
upon to display in public, it is no wonder that 
bis credentials were viewed with great respect 
when be landed in Chicago prepared to dw 
battle with the equine stars sure to congregate 
here. He was saved for a Washington Park 
campaign where his career has hardly been 
what was anticipated. 

His first start here was on the day that Bok- 
ert Waddell sprang into nnexpeeted fame by 
winning the American Derby. It was in a purse 
at four and oue-half furlongs, with fourteen 
starters, among them being the grand filly Bn- 
duraoce by Right. He carried 123 pounds to her 
120, the others having imposts ranging from IIS 
pounds down to 108.

Club, or, in effect, the Western Jockey Club, for 
$50,0C0 dampges, for being announced by the 
club as “a disqualified trainer,” a euphouinus 
term for “outlawry,” because he had raced bis 
horses on the Little Hock and Nashville tracks,

“This rule went into effect on March 18, but 
at the regular monthly meeting of the Board of 
Stewards of the Western Jockey Club at Chi- 
cago, on April 1, the following resolution was 
adopted :
